The Last Hours. 

In an article entiUSfl "Cpnoluaing 
ncones of tlie Sesbion" the Looal Gov- 
erninent organ attempts to;make po- 
pularity for Mr.Bea-ven at tKeexpenHe 
of the House find of Trutii. Referring 
to the last nU-nigbt sitting, it says: 
"Instead of spending the last hours of 
an unusually long silting in calm and 
earnest deliberation over mensurea of 
great interest to the public, tbo logiB- 
lative chamber appeared for tlie time 
being as if it had boon turned into a 
bear garden or bocomo a temporary 
recreation hall for the inmates of the 
insane asylum." ■\Vitliout any desire 
whatever either to oxcuao or approve 
the proceedings of Tuesday night, wo 
are bound to say that the above is an 
•XAggerated Ubel on the House and 
the oountiy. But even if it were all 
true, on vrhom rests the onus, the 
ddittin?' Most assuredly not on the 
Opposition; for they did everything in 
their power to expedite buisness, con- 
ten ting to the suspension of the Stand- 
ing Orders (which any one member 
oould prevent) so that Government 
measures might be exempted from the 
usual routine which would have neces- 
sitated another sitting, and, when a 
disposition to obstruct buianess began 
to manifest itself, earnestly imploring 
the House to proceed with the work 
before it. Most assuredly the whole 
responsibility and odium falls on the 
Government; for it was the Govern- 
ment that invoked the scene described 
by the organ. For a member of the 
.Government to monopolize tbo last 
precious hours of the session "talk- 
ing against time" for the express pur- 
pose of preventingimportaut nieasLuos 
being dealt with was as unjustiliable 
aa it is unprecedented, and Avaa but 
too well calculated, as it was doubtless 
intended, to demoralize the House. 
The organ endeavors to make out that 
Mr. Beaven, of all the members for 
Ibis City, alone did his duty in with- 
standing a raid upon the rights and 
ravaaues of the corporation; and yet 
it concludes by admitting the sound- 
aesB of the principle against which he 
• intended I It may be worth while 
t J ramark that Mr Beaven and Dr. 
Aih were alone in their opposition to 
tlie principle that the appointment 
ot tha Police Magistrate should be in 
the Crown. Does it not seem pre- 
sumptuous on the part of Mr. Beaven 
to set up his opinion in opposition to 
that of the whole House and seek to 
force that opinion down the throatsof 
all the others by "talking against 
time"? And because the two senior 
members (if we may so designate them) 
for Victoria joined with the other 
members of the House in condemning 
the scandalous conduct of Mr. Beaven 
they are accused of betraying the iu- 
tereata of their constituents! But, as 
"was intimated in a former article, there 
was a deeper design than appears on 
the surface of all this. There was an 
intimate connection between Mr. Boa- 
yen's "talking against time" and Mr. 
Walkem's motion to cut the session 
short. Bills which they opposed and 
feared must be killed without a dis- 
cussion or a division. Beturns em- 
barrassing to the Government were 
about to be auked for, and they must 
be out o£f. Investigations damaging 
to the Government were going on be- 
fore committees, and they must be ar- 
rested. How else can one explain the 
"talking against time," the sudden 
adjournment, and the refusal to sit on 
Wednesday?

had forbidden her to go. Doty seeing 
her pass prepared himself for her return 
in tho oToni ng, and as she oamo along a 
general Oglit seems to have taken i)laeo 
b(itween Mrs. Johiiyon and Mr. l)oty. 
Mrs. Johneou getting tho worst of it, was 
loft 8«nsolens ou tho ground, bearing the 
marks of heavy blows with a olub over 
the head. Her two boys, Thomas and 
Hrouks, learning of tlio nituation of thoir 
niotlier, started to her assistance, and, 
while on tlioir way, were mot by Mr. 
Doty, when a fight ensued with guns and 
revolvers, which rosultod tho in mortal 
wounding both of the Johnson boys.

Ill tho HonsQ of Lords, Russell 
asked Lord Derby wbetlior tho Prus- 
sian-Belgian correspondence was ter- 
minated, and iKliether there was any 
reason to fear the pence of Europe was 
eutinugfii-ed thereby. 

Lord Derby reiilied that tlio text of 
Prussia's first Bote fully justiiied Mr. 
Disraeli in pronouncing it, not a 
menace, but a friendly romo.jatrance. 
He bad the assurance of the German 
embassador, -which a hasty examina- 
tion had given, that there waa no rea- 
son to doubt that tho second Prussian 
nolo •was cone iived in a very friendly 
spirit, and it would be promatnro to 
express an opinion of th.e merits of the 
question, as England hud not been ap- 
plied to. At present he anticipates 
the result of the controversy without 
uneasiness. The British government 
valued tho indopendenco of Belgium 
and the peace of EurojiG, and was 
happy to think that neither were in 
danger. 

The second German note to Bel- 
gian! will be published to-inorrow. It 
o.Kpre.sHes regret at Belgium's refusal 
to comply with Germany's wishes, and 
continufts that the Belgian Govern- 
ment is best aware of the parliamen- 
tary difficulties in tho ivay of compli- 
ance, but it iniist at tlie sanio time be 
couviucod that the first thing to b<! 
done is to recoj^uizu tiio iie(!esKity of 
aflbrding some redress, whereas an ex- 
aiuinatiuu into the diBiculties ia of se- 
cond aiy importance. The considera- 
tion of the menus to prevent intrigues 
ugai list noigliboni'iug Stale;-), interests 
eciiuilly all the poivcrH that strive for 
general peaeo iiiul good n lations, anil 
it is to be hoped that Belgium will 
follow the examplo of Germany and 
obtain an alteration of herlasvs, thus 
giving fresh proof of the value she at- 
tuelios to good relations with Ger- 
many. Should this eflbrt fail the 
public view ot the quesliou will never- 
theless be declared, and an under- 
standing will be brought about be- 
tween all the lutereBtGd States. Ger- 
many luiH not sought to interfere with 
Belgium's inten al n.rairs. Hei' 
ol ject has been to preveut foreign iii- 
terferenee in her own. The note con- 
cludes with a reference to the special 
obligations Belgium is under to the 
guar witei iug ])oivers ou account of her 
neut ral position. 

Berli.n, A[iril 2').— The "National 
Gazette" abserts that Anstriaaud Rus- 
sia will support Germany in her de- 
mands on Belgium. The lower House

A Costly Bargain. 

Mr. Blake and some other of our 
frlehds have declined to support Mr. 
Mackenzie's motion for building sixty- 
five miles of railway on Vancouver Is- 
land. Thoy regarded the proposed 
railway as the part fulfilment of the 
agreement made through Lord Car- 
narvon, whicli provided besides this to 
comploto tho Pacilio Rrailway within 
fifteen years instead of ten, and to ex- 
pend not loss than twomillionB of dol- 
lars per year in British Oolumbia. 
Had tho matter been fully discussed 
by those who were opposed to it, the 
measure would undoubtedly have been 
rejected. 

Wo must say that we think it is 
greatly to be regretted that the Gov- 
ernment committed 'so fatal a mistake 

as to agree to such extravagant terms. 
Parliament determined last year not 
to expend a larger sum upon the Paci- 
fic Railroad construction than the pre- 
sent rate of taxation warranted, and 
wo must say that we do not think that 
tha Government did wisely in agree- 
ing to depart from the piinciple then 
deliberately decided upon by the peo- 
ple's reprosental'vei. Wo aro of 
opinion that the present financial out- 
look is not so hright that we can be at 
all sure that our piesent rate of taxa- 
tion will warrant the expenditure pro- 
mised under tho new arrangement. 
Wo Iielievo it wholly impossible for 
the Government, however vigorously 
they may press forward the construc- 
tion of that railway, to complete it 
within the time specified. We have 
seuiirod the consent of British Colum- 
bia to the extension of time upon con- 
dition thiit we submit to pay a penalty 
in the form of eoustructing a consider- 
able stretch of railway upon Vancou- 
ver's Island. The present agreement, 
together with the ordinary public ex- 
penditure in that Province, will secure 
tho outlay of $1,-1.50 a year per family. 
Our rciidors will bo able to judge for 
thoinselvos as to whether such an ex- 
penditure can be made without a waste 
of the public resources. -We do not 
think it can, and we regret that the at- 
tempt is to be made. — "Toronto Lib- 
oral."
